But, 1 would ask him, who were 
the belligerent powers in the three Punic 
wars, or in the wars of the Peloponnesus— 
were they wnlisziplined hordes? Fire battles 
of Cannae, Thrasymene—of the Metaurus, or 
those of Leuctra, Hgospotamus, or at Chero 
ne—were they fought by an armed mob 
—Did Hannibal display neither skill nor 
science in maintaining a war for so many 
years, in a remote country, when his enemies 
were so busy in Carthage? How did Fabius 
acquire the appellation of the “shield of 
Rome?’ And how happened it that Philip, 
uf Macedon, with thirty thousand men, ac- 
complished what Xerxes and his millions 
were unable to do? Or, can we reconcile 
the actions of Gylippus, of Agesilaus, of Epa- 
minondas, of Datames, of Timoleon, with a 
want of skill? Or how think, that science 
was wanting, when Memnon held out Hali: 
carnassus—Demetrius besieged Rhodes—or 
the great Archimedes defended Syracuse }— 
Or has the admiration of Antony, when he 
exclaimed, ‘*O! the retreat of the ten thou- 
sand,’ been realized in every succeeding 
age, merely on account of “‘ the persevering 
personal bravery” of Xenophon, and bis gal- 
lant band. I cannot think so; and therefore 
I dissent from the “ Reader’s” opinion. I 
think it needless to say any more on this sub- 
ject at present. There is, however, a line 
from Cato, which I recommend to your 
correspondent’s attention, when taking his 
“yotes :” it is this—* Legere et non intelli- 
gere, negligere est.”

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THE BKANT FAMILY. 

From * Sketches of the History, Manners, and Customs of 
the North American Lidians.” By James Buchanan, 
iisq. British Consul, N. Y. 

The following is Mr. Buchanan’s account of 
his visitto Miss Brant, daughter of the Mohawk 
Chief. Mr. B. and his daughters had got from 
Mrs. Colonel Clarke, at the falls of Niagara, 
an introduction to the Mohawk princes, 
Miss Brant.’’* 

**On arriving at the magnificent shores of 
lake Ontario, the driver of our carriage point- 
ed out, at the distance of five miles, the house 
of Miss Brant, which had a very noble and 
commanding aspect ; and we anticipated much 
pleasure in our visit; as, beside the enjovment 
of so beautiful a spot, we should be euabled 
to form a competent idea of Canadian manners 
and style of living. Young Mr, Brant, it ap- 
peared, unaware that with our carriage we 
could have reached his house su soon, had not 
arrived before us ; so that our approach was 
not announced ; and we drove up to the door 
with the expectation that the family would be 
apprized of our coming. The outer door, 
leading to a spacious hall, wasopen. We en- 
tered, and remained a few minutes, when see- 
ing no person about, we proceeded into the 
parlour, which, like the hall, bud nobody in 
it. We therefore had an opportunity of look- 
ing about us at our leisure. ft Was @ roow 
well furnished with a carpet, pier and chim- 
ney glasses, mahogany tables, fashionable 
chairs, a guitar, a neat hanging book case, in 
which, among other volumes, we perceived « 
charch of England prayer book, transtated into 
the Mohawk tongue and several small clemen- 
tary works.~ Having sent in our note of intro- 
duction by the coachman, and still no person 
waiting on us, we began to suspect (especially 
in the hungry state we were allin,) that some 
delay or difficulty about breakfast stood in the 
way of the young lady’s appearance. Various 
were our conjectures, and momentarily did 
our hunger gain rapid strides upon us, T can 
assure my readers, thata Keen morning’s ride, 
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tume.

with preparations for breakfast. A table cloth 
of fine white damask being laid, we were re- 
galed with tea, coffee, hot rolls, butter in 
water and ice coolers, eggs, smoked beef, and 
ham, boiled chickens, &e. all served up in truly 
neat and comfortable style. _ 

The delay, we afterwards discovered, arose 
from the desire of our hostess to supply us 
with hot rolls, which were actually baked 
while we waited. I have been thus minute in 
my description of these comforts as they were 
so little to be expected in the house of an 
Indian. 

‘* After breakfast, Miss Brant, as we must 
still call her, took my daughters out to walk, 
and look at the picturesque scenery of the 
country. She and herbrother had previously 
expressed a hope that we would stay all day; 
but though I wished of all things to do so, and 
had determined in the event of a pressing 
invitation, to accept it, yet I declined thre pro- 
posal at first, and thus forfeited a pleasure 
which we all of us longed in our hearts to en- 
-oy; for as I have afterwards learned, it is not 
t'te custom of an uncorrupted Indian to repeat 
a request if once rejected,”

From late English papers received at New-York. 

















The Courier of the 8th, contains Paris dates 
of the Sth. The Journal des Debats, the 
Journal des Paris, the Quotidienne, and the 
Etoile, cMtain conflicting statements respect- 
ing the evacuation of Spain by the French 
troops. The last of these journals maintains 
that the measure, as originally proposed, will 
be carried into effect; while the former assert 
the contrary, on the strength of letters from 
Madrid of Nov 28. These letters state, that 
the evacuation which had commenced, was 
suddenly suspended on the arrival of the cou- 
rier with a new treaty, according to which 
France consents that 10,000 men, together 
with the garrison of Santonia and ~aragossa, 
shall remain 

Six of the wretches who were concerned in 
the murder of the royal prisoners taken on 
Doar’ of a vessel at Corunna, on the 20th 
July, 1823, and after they got out to sea were 
stabbed and thrown overboard, have been ex- 
ecuted at that city. Three committed suicide 
before the day of execution; but their bodics 
were suspended from the gallows with the 
others. 

The Royal College of Orleans, (France,) 
presented, between the 24th and 25th of Nov. 
a scene of disorder never before witnessed 
there. About fifty of the pupils, at 12 o’clock 
at night, assaulted the premises of one of the 
ptofessors—to escape their fury, he let himself 
down from an upper window, at the risk of 
his life, and the certainty of some bodily 
wounds. Before order was restored, the mi- 
litary was called in, 

Constance, Nov. 14.—This city and its no- 
ble Minister have been in the most imminent 


danger from a dreadful fire, which broke out | 


on the llth at two in the morning, in the 
great building belonging to the Grand Duke 
at Stauf, and which is supposed to have been 
caused by design. ‘The great edifice, in 


which there was a great quantity of corn and | 


120 tuns of wine, and the residence of Canon 
of Euzberg, were burnt to the ground. The 
Cathedral was saved’ by great exertions, but 
not without the destruction of two chapels, 
and damage to the amount of 20,000 florins. 
Twenty-two Swiss and 12 Buda fire-engines 
were on the spot. 

The Sun of the evening of the 4th, announ- 
ees the receipt of the Paris Etoile of the pre- 
ceding Gay. The only political intelligence 
relates to the grief and alarm prevailing at 
Constantinople, occasioned by the late disas- 
ters of the Turks, in their contest with the 
Grecks, and the recent earthquakes that have 
desulated Syria. 

The Northern Expedition.~Captain Lyon, 
of his Majesty’s ship Griper, arrived unexpect- 
edly at the Admiralty on Thursday morning. 
His return has been partly occasioned by his 
having been unable to get into Repulse Bay, 
though he got off the entrance of Wager River. 
The Griper experienced the longest continu- 
ance of bad weather ever remembered by any 
seaman onboard. She had but five fair days 
during the whole voyage, and one of them was 
on Monday week. When within six hours’ 
sail of Repulse Bay, a gale cume on, which 
was unequalled for severity in the Northern 
Seas. She has lost all her anchors, and her 
boats have been stove in. No lives have bees 
jost, athough the crew have suffered dread- 
fully. They heard of Captzin Parry, who was 
ata great distance from them, ‘he Griper 
was to have wintered in Repulse Bay, and to 
haye despatched, in the ensuing summer, an 
overland expedition, to endeavour to meet 
Captun Parry.

The roof and a quan- 
tity of hay and straw were consumed. The 
activity of oar firemen prevented the conti- 
guous buildings from taking fire. 

About ten o’clock oh Saturday forenoon, of 
last week, the end of the roof of the Fish 
Market next to the Delaware, was discovered 
to be on fire. An alarm was given, and the 
flames extinguished. ‘he roof is considera- 
bly damaged. It is conjectured that the fire 
was communicated by sparks from the chim- 
ney of one of the steam boats. 

The Wood-Corder’s Office, on Almond 
Street Wharf, owned by Mr. S. Black, was de- 
stroyed By fire about one o’clock on Wednes- 
day morning. 

On ‘Tuesday evening, about 9 o’clock, some 
villain thrust his hand through a pane of glass, 
in a watch makers’ window in Third street 
above Vine, while the owner, Mr. Baker, was 
engaged upon some work, seized a watch and 
made his escape. 

A petition of the Pawnbrokers, of this city, 
against the passage of the bill to incorporate 
the Lombard Association, (on the 20th inst.)

contemplated connection of the eastern and 
western waters, by the Juniata River, (on the 
22d) have been presented to the Legislature 
of this State.

Washington Labbe has been tried at Ches- 
ter, for being concerned in the murder of Mr. 
Bonsall. The Jury brought in a verdict of 
** guilty of murder in the second degree.”’— 
Ihe court sentenced the prisoner to eight 
years confinement in the Penitentiary. 

A woman named Catharine Plain, on her 

way from this city to Wilmington, on Wed- 
nesday week, at mid-day, about a mile from 
Naaman’s creek, was assaulted and robbed of 
a bundle of clothes, and 66 dollars in money. 
The highwayman is described as being six 
feet high, dark complexion, ‘arge black whiis- 
kers; had on brown pantaloons and a blue 
coat, very much torn under the arms. 
On Saturday last, John Cochran, a native 
of ireland, one of the men employed in the 
quarry of Mr. Robert P. Crosby, near Ches- 
ter, was killed by the bursting of a rack.

The telegraph establishment of New York

announced as soon as they appear in the 
offing; and when spoken at sea, their letters 
are noticed, by which means news of them 
daily reaches the city.

The Brazilian government have scquester- 
ed the Portuguese property in that country, 
in retaliation for a large amount of unrepaired 
losses they have sustained from the Portu- 
guese.

At the last court in Steuben county, (N. Y.) 
D. Douglas was tried for murder and found 
guilty; but his sentence was suspended for 
the decision of the Supreme Court. His wife 
was tried as an accomplice, and acquitted.— 
The trial of the father was postponed for ma- 
terial witnesses. 

At Westbrook, R. I. on the 7th, four stran- 
gers, @ man, woman and two boys, one sup- 
posed to be about 16 and the other 6 years of 
age, passed through the town, stating that 
they were on their way to Ohio. On the 15th, 
the woman and youngest boy were found dead 
on Barber’s hill. It was supposed they had 
kindled a fire there for the purpose of tarrying 
“ee and unfortunately perished with the 
cold. 

General La Farette, attended by his son 
and Secretary, arrived at Richmond, Virginia, 
on Saturday, and was officially received by ‘he 
legislature of tha. state on Monday.

The public are cautioned against being im- 
posed on by Five Dollar counterfeit ‘notes on 
the Jersey Bank, payable to E. E. BKoudinot, 
at the Ontario Bank, dated Nov. 12th 1822, 
signed 8. St. John, President, and J. Kissam, 
Cashier. The vignette is coarse, the filling 
up bad, and the signatures clumsy imitations. 
The paper is of a smoother and more silky 
texture than the genuine notes. 





We perceive, by the gleanings from En- 
glish papers, that a man by the name of 
Samuel Burt, convicted and sentenced to die 
for forgery, twice refused to receive the roy- 
al pardon, intimating the justice of his con- 
demnation, and his determination to die by 
his own hands, if he could not be made the 
public victim of his crimes. On the third 
time, however, of his being brought up, he 
expressed his wishes not only to be pardon- 
ed, but also to be married. He stated, that 
his despair of this alliance had induced him 
to perpetrate the offence. The young woman 
agreed to the marriage, but died before it 
could take place. Whether the criminal now 
wishes his majesty to revoke his pardon again, 
we are not informed. 





A curious fact is mentioned by a corres- 
pondent of the editor of the American Far- 
mer, in Tenessee, to whom he appears to 
have written for information as to the law of 
that state in relation to taxing dogs, and pro- 
tecting sheep. A Mr. Cockrill, near Nash- 
ville, tells him that ten or twelve of his neigh- 
bours, residing not more than two and an half 
miles from him, had lost within two or three 
years past, sy noes, about six hundred sheep! 





The bill to abolish imprisonment for debt, 
has been rejected in the Senate of the United 
States by a majority of three votes.

The ship Mohawk, arrived at Baltimore, in 
45 days from Gibraltar, reports having left 
the U. S. frigate Constitution and sloop of 
war Cyane at that place, the former in 25 
days passage from New York.

M‘Donough was in very low 
health at the time of her sailing, and that 
there was a great want of harmony among the 
officers of the squadron on that station.

As 
great complaint is made of the delay of the 
mails from Washingtoy to Bosten, it may be 
interesting to give the balance in favour of 
those siates through which the coaches pass, 
after the expenses of tran tion and sup- 
porting the post offices have becn deducted.

Have not the merchants and 
traders of those cities a right to ask the go- 
vernment for a more certain and rapid trans- 
portation of tic mail, even at double the pre- 
sent cost? 





The Pittsburg Gazette states, that the east- 
ern section of the Grand Canal of New York 
** will be finished next summer; in anticipa- 
tion of which event, the citizens of New York 
are building new steam beats, to extend their 
commerce to the various ports on Lake Erie, 
and are even forming transportation lines to 
conduct it into the interior of the adjoining 
states. Two new steam, boats are at present 
on the stocks, at or near Buffalo; and the 
agents of a transportation company, now em 
ployed along the unfinished section of the 
canal, recently visited this place to make ar- 
rangements for placing a branch of their line 
of transportation wagons on the route between 
Erie and. Pittsburg, in the expectation, by 
this north-west passage, of supplying us and 
our western neighbours with goods trom the 
city of New York, at a cheaper rate than we 
can procure them from Philadelphia.” 





At Wolfborough, on the 30th ultimo, Mr.

Colonization —The fourth annual meeting 
of the Norfolk Colonization Society was held 
at Norfolk on the 10th of January, 1825. The 
annual report of the managers was read by 
the secretary, and ordered to be published. 
The report states that the colony at Liberia 
is in a flourishing condition. ‘ The colo- 
nists, about three hundred in number, are 
generally in good health and spirits, mostly 
quiet, sober and industrious, and are going 


able to cultivate with advantage. They are 
also carrying on a thriving little trade with 
the natives, which will obviously produce 
the best effect, and may hereafter prove of 
some commercial benefit to our country. At 
the same time they have been very properly 
careful to establish schools for the instruction 


tives are beginning to lisp their letters in our 
mother tongue. They have also established 
twa places of public worship, in which they 
have regular preaching, and always observe 
the Sabbath with proper respect. And indeed 
the whole settlement, from the character of 
the emigrants and the motives which have 
led them to found it, is essentially religious, 
and may therefore be expected to flourish in 
no common degree.”

upper lip appears. Had on a blue coattee,

On a proposition in the assembly to change the 
place of trial, a warm debate arose.

JZiat the eye of 
heaven toois on us?—Kermember Sir, this torms 
an epoch in our legislative career; that we shall 
see ourselves, or our children will see us in histo- 
ry in this business. What will be our record !— 
That a stranger in our land has been robbed ; 
that he has been murdered—his throat cut; the 
Governor’s son js charged with this crime, the 
very mention of which is enough to chill the blood ; 
and we are legislating—we, with the Governor 
hig father, are passing laws for his release, with 
A precipitaney without example. Will not the 
people of our sister state (Mississippi) require 
the blood of her murdered citizens at our hands ? 
If we perform this deed, will they not say to the 
people of Kentueky, your Governor's son has 
murdered our tellow citizen, and your represen- 
tatives have legislated his impunity. 

Yes, sir, ithas been reserved for the present 
year to exhibit to our view an ex-Governor’s son- 
in-law, (your now acting Register) arraigned and 
tried for wilful murder, and acquitted, because of

The recent exertions of a few distinguished in- 
dividuals in promoting the 0'sjeets of internal im-

JEWS’ SYNAGOGUE. 

The new Synagogue of **those ancient 
people of the Lord,” the Jews, was conse- 
erated on the evening of the 21st instant. It 
is built on the site of the old Synagogue, on 
\Cherry street, near Third, and is the only 

nren of Mgy pte ate wore Jnana 
‘in Philadelphia. In the interior, the architect, 
Mr. Strickland, had free scope for his taste 
and his judgment, and the liberality of the 
congregation has enabled him to display both 
to the best advantage. ‘The chamber of wor- 
ship is truly beautiful, and will not suffer by 
comparison with any other. The roof is sup- 
ported by massy pillars and pilasters. The 
ceiling, which is finely ornamented, is divided 
into two semi-domes by a quadrangular sky- 
light in the centre. The ark is hung with 
curtains of crimson silk, and the reading desk 
covered with the same material, of the rich- 
est quality. The seats are arranged in amphi- 
theatrical form, and the floor covered with a 
rich Brussels carpet. There is no want of 
ornament, nor yet any redundancy. Every 
thing is made to correspond, and the tout 
ensemble is very pleasing. So general wes the 
desire to witness the ceremony of the con. 
secration, that the trustees of the Synagogue 
were under the necessity of issuing tickets, 
without which admittance could not be ob- 
tained; and though the service did not com- 
mence till sun-set, by half past three o’clock 
the seats were all occupied. The congrega- 
tion was composed of the Hebrew residents 
in our city, and Christians of different deno- 
minations, among whom were the venerable 
Bishop of the Episcopal Church, and other 
clergymen. The gentlemen occupied the 
ground floor; the ladies, as is the custom in 
the Synagogue, the galleries. A preparato- 
ry service was performed in the building on 
the rear of the lot, formerly occupied as a 
parsonage, from which, immediately as the 
sun set, (that being the commencement of the 
Sabbath,) the Rev. Messrs. Keys and Peixot- 
to, accompanied by the elders, bearing seven 
copies of the Pentateuch, splendidly orna- 
mented, marched in procession to the north 
door of the Synagogue. Here a service was 
performed in Hebrew, of which the following 
is a translation : 

Radbi— Make lofty your heights, O ye gates, 
and fly back, ye everlasting doors, for the 
King of Glory enters in. 

Clerk—Who is the King of Glory ? 

The Lord of Hosts—He is the King of Glo- 
ry-—Selah. 

Rabbi—Open the Gates of Righteousness 
for mé, that I may enter through them to 
praise the Lord. 

The door was then opened, and the service 
continued as follows : 

Clerk—This is the Gate of the Lord, into 
which the Righteous shall enter. 

Rabbi —How dreadful is this place. 

Clerk—This is none other but the House of 
God, and this is the Gate of Heaven. 

Rabbi—Blessed art thou, O Lord, our God! 
King of the Universe, who hath preserved us 
alive, sustained us, and brought us to enjoy 
this season. 

Then the Hacha( (or ark) was opened, and 
the ornamental lamp suspended in front of it 
was lighted. This lamp is supplied with oil 
by the contributions of the pious, and is kept 
always burning. ‘lhe procession then enter- 
ed into the middle of the Synagogue, and 
passed round the Tebah, (or reading desk) 
ascending at the north side, and resting the 
ornamented copies of the Holy Writings on 
the desk till the Choir had finished singing 
one of the sublime Psalms of David. ‘This 
was repeated seven times, the singing being 
occasionally intermitted by the prolocutions 
of the Rabbi, and the responses of the Clerk. 
Then the copies of the Pemateuch were so- 
lemnly deposited in the Hachal. After this, 
the account of the dedication of Solomon’s 
‘Temple was read b the Rabhi, and the wor- 
ship was conch with the service for the 
day as fixed in the ritual,

The foregoing was handed us by an intelli- 
gent friend, (not in religious profession with 
the society alluded to,} as exhibiting, in a 
striking point of view, the difference between 
the feelings and sentiments of the apostle 
Paul, and those which actuated the Heverend 
whose name stands near the top of this article, 
to presume, in the plenitude of his orthedox 
zeal, to hurl anathemas, with the confidence 
of a Roman Pontiff during the dark ages, 
at the head of one of the best and holiest men 
of the are.

LATE FROM EUROPE. 

The packet ship Howard, capt. Holdridge, 
has arrived at New York from Havre, whence 
she sailed on the 17th of December. London 
dates to the 11th of December are received. 

Effects of the Hurricane on the Continent.— 
The tremendous gales which were experi- 
enced on the coast of England, from the 18th 
to the 20th of November, extended over the 
continent of Furope. The direction appears 
to have been as follows:—It b upon the 
shores of England and Ireland, and v hav- 
ing wrought into fury the Northern sea, pass- 
ed by Gottenburgh and Sweden, continually 
increasing from south-west to north-west, In 
traversing Sweden, it swept away entire fo- 
rests. Jn the Gulf of Finland, its ravages 
were most seve felt. In an instant, it

pesished at St. Petersburgh. At that period 
the Newa rose only 14 feet above iis level. 
It now rose 16 feet and a half. The tempest 
began at two o’clock in the morning, and 
blowing against the current of the Newa, the 
water, at nine e’clock, was upon a level with 
the parapet walls of the river and the canals. 
The wird then blew stro » and the river 
breaking over every barrier, inundated the 
city. In Newsky Prospeet, the principal street 
in St. Petersburgh, where the best shops 
are situated, the water rose to a height of 
ten fect. All these shops, as well as the great 
Castom-house warehouses, and the Exchange 
Sugar warehouses were under water. The 
damage done it 4s impossible to estimate. 
Many persons, who were before in easy cir- 
cumstances, are now reduced to beggary. 
The bridges over the rer, and most of those 
over the canals, were destroyed or seriously 
damaged. Boats laden with provisions and 
goods were carrietl over the quaysand wreck- 
ed, cven in the heart of thé city. The new 
pier, prepared for the bridge of the summer 
garden, which bad been finished at a great 
expense, was thrown down, and the garden 
laid waste, large trees even having been torn 
up by the roots. Hundreds of persons must 
have perished. All the cattle in the markets 
of St. Petersburgh were drowned, aud the 
horses could only be saved by lifting them 
by main force to the first stories of the houses. 
It was not till thtre o’clock in the afternoon, 
that, the wind going down and changing its 
dircction, the waters subsided, so that at five 
o’clogk the streets were clear Of it. 

The capital could not be lighted at night. 
The morning of the 20th it presented a scene 
of desolation. The ovens having been de- 
stroyed by the water, and the cellars filled in 
which the flour is kept, it was difficult to sup- 
ply the people with bread. Whole houses 
with their ocewpants were engulphed by the 
flood. Wagons, with four horses, heavily 
laden, were carried away. The bodies of 
seven thousand persons have been found in the 
houses, and eigat thousand persons are still 
Missing. 

A letter from St. Petcrsburgh states, that 
the effect of the hurricane was awfully felt at 
Catharenchof, where nothing remained but 
the fragments of some country houses, from 
which the infabitants escaped with great 
difficulty. Many persons in that town lost 
their lives. 

The hurricane raged with equal fury in the 
~wedish capital, in Gottenburgh, Vibourg, 
Jutland, &c. At Stockholm, vessels were torn 
from their moorings, and roofs of houses were 
carried away, and the roads were so complete- 
ly blocked up with trees, that travelling was 
sfopped. Twenty five vesse]s near the bridge 
of Munkbron were carried away with the 
bridge, and all of them much damaged.

The whole regiment of imperial guards with 
their horses perished. A vessel of 100 guns 
has disappeared. All the imperial vessels in 
the harbour of Cronstadt are said to have been 
lost. The burial places were washed away and 
the dead bodies were floating in the street.
